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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-26, 29-35, 40-42, and 47-49 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Logan et al (US Patent No. 6,199,076) in view of Schulhof et al (US Patent 
No. 5,841,979). 

3. Regarding claims 1-26, 29-35, 40-42, and 47-49, Logan et al teaches 

processing received compressed data to enable output of signals with a plurality of output 
means as converting received digital signals to analog for use with a speaker (col. 4, lines 55-59) 
and storing the received data on a replaceable media (col. 7, lines 63-66) 

decoding the compressed data as a stereo codec at col. 4, lines 55-56 

compressed data of a plurality of contents at col. 5, lines 55-col. 6, lines 5 in which 
Logan teaches that the compressed data consists of audio programs, announcements, text, image, 
advertising segments and program catalog information and col. 44, lines 5-48 in which Logan 
teaches of Audio Programming with HTML which allows for interactively browsing audio 
programs with synchronized images, conversion of HTML to synthetic speech, and viewing and 
printing of narrative text 

selecting contents using a graphical user interface at col. 7, lines 26-34 
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receiving compressed digital data and additional information at col. 5, lines 55-col. 6, 
lines 5, wherein the additional information includes images (col 6, lines 1-3; col. 5 3 lines 55-59), 
character information (col. 4, lines 46-50, col. 5, line 55 - col. 6, line 5), compressed tunes (col. 
5, lines 55-63) and the audio data and additional information are distributed through digital 
broadcast (col. 40, lines 18-21) 

storing information about the contents of the selection or down-loading at Figure 1, 
element 109 and Figure 4 5 elements 333 and 350 

means for transmitting the information stored at Figure 4, elements 313,315 and 317 and 
col. 27, line 40 continuing to col. 28, line 65. 

Transmitting stored information to a destination for billing purposes and stored 
information to a different destination at col. 7, lines 14-17 and col. 27, line 40 continuing to 29, 
line 7. 

Logan et al do not specifically teach an external storage device or outputting the received 
compressed data in the compressed state to the storage means. Refer to Schulhof et al, who 
teach a system of enhanced delivery of audio data which discloses digital audio file receipt, 
storage, digital-analog conversion and playback (col.2, line 66- col. 3, line 1), allows for 
transmission via subscription/on-demand (col. 3, line 59), allows for transmission via broadcast 
distribution (col. 4, line 64-67), plurality of compression algorithms (col. 5, lines 10-26), external 
storage (col. 6, lines 4-6), digital text (col. 6, lines 32-33), storing the received compressed data 
in the compressed format (Abstract, col 2, lines 57-63). Schulhof et al teach that the system 
allows for receipt and storage of audio files in compressed formats that can store several hours of 
normal audio programming in a medium of modest size (col. 2, lines 57-59). 
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Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill at the time of the invention 
to modify the audio program player of Logan et al, to implement an external storage device and 
outputting the received compressed data in the compressed state to the storage means, as taught 
by Schulhof et al, for the purpose of allowing for receipt and storage of audio files in compressed 
formats that can store several hours of normal audio programming in a medium of modest size, 
as suggested by Schulhof et al . 



Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments filed July 1, 2002 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

5. Regarding claims 1, 1 1, 20, 29, and 49 applicant argues Logan nor Schulhof, singly or in 
combination, describe or suggest "control means for carrying out control so that an output signal 
is outputted from one of the plurality of output means in accordance with a connection state 
between each output means and an external storage device." The Examiner disagrees and argues 
that at col. 7, lines 63-66, Logan teaches that downloaded files from the host sever may be 
stored. Further, Schulhof discloses at col. 5, line 61 to col. 6, line 3, received audio files are 
downloaded and recorded; at col. 8, lines 22-25 Schulhof discloses a microprocessor controls 
storage and data retrieval functions; at col. 10, lines 8-19, Schulhof discloses a user module 
controls the storing process in a digital data storage device. Thus, the systems allowing for 
storage of received data necessarily implies that the storage device must be connected to the 
system (which reads on "connection state") and that a means of control/process indication must 
be achieved to initiate the data storing process. 
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6. Regarding claims 47 and 48, applicant argues that the combination of Logan and 
Schulhof fail to teach "transmitting the stored down-loaded record information to a first 
destination for use in charging a user for the downloaded content; and transmitting the stored 
information to a second destination different from the first destination. In response to applicant's 
arguments, applicant is referred to col. 7, lines 14-17, in which Logan discloses that usage data is 
uploaded and stored. At col. 27, line 40 continuing to 29, line 7, in which Logan discloses 
subscriber usage records are maintained for accounting purposes and that the usage data can be 
used to generate reports that are provided to the content providers. 

7. Regarding claim 40, applicant argues Logan and Schulof, singly or in combination, do 
not teach two output signals such that one output signal is used for monitoring while the other is 
stored. The Examiner disagrees and argues that Logan teaches receiving compressed data, 
decompressing the data and providing a sound card for digital-analog conversion for output to a 
speaker (which reads on "output signal for monitoring"). Schulhof teaches receiving audio data 
and storing thereof (which reads on "output signal for storing"). Thus, the combination of Logan 
and Schulof provides for an output signal for monitoring (as taught by Logan) and an output 
signal for storing (as provided for by Schulhof).
